GIBSON'S FATE.

Fhaa been ootime loat in the trial of John 
-^:bRon, who tortured to death hia little 
(t«p<laaRhter. Within two hoare after 
the eelectloii of • iwrj tha 8Mt* had 
' oee l Its case, after examining ten wlt- 
ueMea and oroea-examining the defend' 
ant. AdJotitBuaot waa takaa to await 
ihe arrival of the defendaal's witness 
;'rom Greenup County. 

Haary Gibeon, half brotbaf of the 
;>neoner, proved the chief witness aKain^t 
liim. The lad is untutored and in tgno- 
ranoe of bis own ase, but he told hie 
i-errible story sinoply and with a manner 
xtiat beepoke the truth. He told of the 
awfol croelties whicii he had seen in- 
flicted npon the dead child— many of 
vbem too revoltins for publication— ap- 
parently without feelini;, t ut with close 
uttention to detail. Lily, he said, waa 
'rboked, beaten with wooden bllleto and 
i>amed. 

Once, he said. Gibson dragged her 
aboat tha hooae by her noie, and fra- 

Ijently, he declared, held the child be- 
iore agrate fire until great blisters arose 
irom tha heat. Then ba would kick or 
> trike her. The child always submitted 
Loeekly ; never cried or even complained. 
Fear of his life, which Uib»on had 
threatened, kept bim silent antil tbreat- 
f:ned with arreat by officers. In oroea* 
examination, Henry said he bad never 
eean Gibww bara Lily with (ha poker, 
and that ha llkad him "a Utile." Dra. 
Moore and Williams, who teetifi-d that 
i -ath was caused by a shock, resulting 
ffon a dttloeatad ipine, caoaed by vio* 
J UMSe, and Chief of Police Yost, who told 
of Gibson's arrest, practically completed 
the Bute's case. 

Gibson himself made a good witness, 
bat at timea his face flashed fod be 
scarce spoke audibly, owing to nervous- 
ness. He gave his age as twenty-three 
years, and his birthplace ale Ployd Coanty. 
Ha was a soldier in the Fourth Kentucky 
Infantry iq tl|f(||,e|panish was. i In answer 
to a qoesttott: sia to, th9:,iiaaia of tha daad 
r hild he said "Lillian Fitspatrlek, I tup- 

Oa^'lHriitfenioon of Nov; 3^7, while 
working near his home, he said, his 
brother Henry told him the child v-tH 
dylagt and ba hurried home. At dunk 
he iasi iw lialgbbora. Lily had the 
whoo]klBg ooagb, and he supposed it was 
a severe form of that ailment, but his 
wife told bim Lily b*d fallan down staira 
He saw bruises on. her back and hips and 
one burn on her left hand three or four 
days before she died. "I didn't best ber 
or eboke her; I never pnnisbed har," ha 
said. He couldn't identify the poker. 
Then be grew ancpnsoiouily dramatic as 
ha told of his flight Dr. Williams had 
arrived that night and said the child was 
mnrdeied. "I was reared and ran out 
I htd'aaar.' t saw a crowd in my yard 
and lhay talkad -loagh. Than I atartad 



for Carter Conoty, and slept that night 
la OaanoBsvllla. Than I want on to 

Rush, but next day T started Imnie. 
Friends told me tlie rouds were full of 
mobs to kill ma, and I didn't come. I 
never went farther away than Carter 
County, twenty-tive miles." 

Gibson declared that he saw his wife 
whip Lily the night before she died. 
She used a stick, and beat her harshly, 
and he remonstrated with her, he naid. 
He navar whipped ber, be affirmed, but 
his wife often did, and Henry, his half- 
brother slapped and abused the chiM. 
"They never treated Lily right," be re- 
marked. 

"How long did you iii»e this poker?" 
was the first question on cross-examina- 
tion. . 

"What for*"' < jnie the connter-ijuee- 
tion, sharply, then lie flushed. 

Proaeiiutor Redwine'a cross-examina- 
tion was brief, and did not shake Gib> 
son's story. 

The case was given to the jury at 2:30 
Thursday afternoon. At 4 o'clock they 
bad not reached a verdict, and court ad- 
j airaad QOtil this morniog.
